Set  the  bulbs  from  6  to  9  inches  apart  and  about  4  to  5 
inches  deep.  Plant  as  soon  as  the  earth  is  in  a  mallow  condi¬ 
tion  usually  after  trees  are  out  in  leaf  and  until  June  15th, 
All  that  is  required  is  fairly  good  soil  and  enough  attention 
to  keep  the  weeds  down.  In  the  fall,  before  hard  frost,  take 
Up  the  bulbs,  remove  the  tops  and  leave  to  dry  in  the  air 
for  a  few  days.  Store  in  some  cool  place  secure  from  frost 
to  he  planted  again  the  following  year,
